We should like to bring to the attention of our readers the addition 
of Niichel Seuphor's Dictionnaire de la peinture abstraite (ditions 
Fernand Hazan, 1957) to the shelves of the library of the Cultural Ser- 
vices, This is the first French reference work of its kind to incorporate 
a universal-historical approach to the question of abstract art. Five hun- 
dred and fifty articles, forty black and white illustrations, two hundred 
color illustrations (middling in quality, but well chosen), chronological 
tableaux, and an extensive bibliography yield a complete and integrated 
picture of this many-faceted art form. Starting off with a definition of 





terms, a comparison of abstract art to nature, a consideration of the dif- 
ficulties posed by the genre, and the contribution of Paul Klee (the ''pro- 
found and light humorist, poet by surprise, always flirting with the 
absurd"'), M. Seuphor proceeds to the esthetics of abstract art and a por 
trayal of key figures. Artists are placed in relation to movements - 
Futurism, Dadaism, De Stijl, Constructivism, Tachism, Uniformism 

et al. One chapter is devoted to abstract art in the United States, 


Highlighting the Dictionnaire de ia peinture abstraite are the testi- 
monials of major exponents: 'L'Art plastique néo-futuriste'' by Gino 
Severini, written in Rome, 1913-1914, ''Le Monde de la non-representa- 
tion'' by Casimir Malevitch, an article which first appeared in Die Gegen- 
standslose Welt in 1927, and ''La Nouvelle Plastique dans la peinture"’ by 
Piet Mondrian; this last is a revolutionary document marking the first 
issue of De Stijl in 1917.

A novelist, essayist and dramatist noted for the purity of his style 
the humaneness of his thought, Albert Camus is well-known to Ameri-~ 
n readers for his novels, The Stranger (L'<Xtranger), The Plague 
_ este), and The *all (La Chute) and his essays, The Xebel (L'Homme 
volté) -- the author's favorite work -- and The Niyth of Sisyphus (Le 


ythe de Sisyphe), translated by Justin O'Brien. Camus is equally known 


























in France for his plays: Le Malentendu, L'itat de Siege (a dramatic 





version of La Peste), Les Justes, and Caligula, which was performed 
at the Angers Dramatic Festival this past summer. 





Characterizing his entire work is a deep concern for man's 
position in an alien, irrational world, The hero of his first novel, 
L'EXtranger (1942), pursues his solitary existence in a world bereft of 
meaning. The theme of the absurd recurs in a philosophical essay of 
the same year, Le Mythe de Sisyphe. Camus' belief in the individual's 
moral responsibility is basic to his Lettre 4 un ami allemand (1945), 
first published in 1944 by the clandestine Cahiers de la Libération, 











La Peste, which appeared in France in 1947 and received the 
Prix des Critiques, establishing Camus as one of the most significant 
contemporary French writers, dramatizes his preoccupation with moral 
values. Ostensibly the story of a North African community ravaged by 
a plague, La Peste is a novel symbolic of the German occupation of 
France in the second World War, and of man's helplessness in an illogi- 
cal universe. In describing the tragic plight of the city, and the decision 
of the two heroes to devote themselves to those who suffer, Camus up- 
holds man's freedom to decide his acts according to moral imperatives, 
even in the face of an ineluctable situation, Against despair and a re- 
lentless destiny he poses the ethic of brotherhood, His latest work, 
La Chute, is a denunciation of man's hypocrisy towards himself and his 











fellow men. 

In addition to <nglish, Camus! works have been translated into 
Danish, Dutch, Finnish, Germany, Hebrew, Italian, Japanese, Portu- 
guese, Spanish, Serbo-Croat, Swedish, and Turkish. His American

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ART IN FRANCS 


Following the retirement of M. Georges Salles, M. Edmond Sidet, 
Inspector General of National Education, was appointed Director of the 
N\iuseums of France on September 25th. A former United Nations envoy 
to Afghanistan and Thailand, M. Sidet was a member of the committee 
of cultural experts affiliated with the Brussels pact, and later with the 
French delegation to the Congress of Europe. He was also technical 
counselor in the office of M. Berthouin, Minister of National Sducation 
and, until his recent nomination to the museum post, directed the office 
of \l. Bordeneuve, State Secretary of Arts and Letters. 


Ni. Sidet has expressed his determination to pursue the goals set 
by his predecessor, the most important of which is to increase the num- 
ber of museum-goers, ''The man in the street must want to visit insti- 
tutions in Paris and the provinces and must be able to", The museum, 
he affirms, must be a more attractive place (in the words of M. Salles, 

a 'theatre'' rather than a "'necropolis"'). Continuing a welcome innova- 
tion of the past few years, M. Sidet wishes to prolong visiting hours so 
that museums will be open for evening attendance. He also plans to make 
more space available for exhibition purposes, The Pavillon de Flore is 
being reoccupied by the Louvre to this effect. 


M. Salles, who served as Director of the Museums of France for 
twelve eventful and creative years, is an expert on Asiatic art. He 
will now devote himself to research and painting, and to editing, to- 
gether with André Malraux, a universal history of the arts. 


SAHIBITIONS IN PARIS 


In addition to the Lehman Collection at the Orangerie, one of the 
most colorful and important shows in Paris this season was "Ancient 
Art of Czechoslavakia", held from June to November at the Musée des 
Arts Décoratifs. A rich array of paintings, sculptures, statuettes, jewel- 
ry, reliquaries and ornaments, loaned by the Prague National Gallery 
and other Czech museums, traveled outside their land of origin for the 
first time. Though the exhibit centered about works of the i4th and 15th 
centuries, examples of prehistoric art--ancient statuary and relics-- 
and of Celtic and Roman art were also on view, situating Czech art in 
the great European tradition. The accent on the Gothic period, however, 
was highly significant, since it revealed to Parisians an art closely re- 
lated to their own at tne time. The royal courts and cultural centers 
of France and Bohemia enjoyed numerous contacts, as testify the paint- 
ings by Maitre Thcodorik, which King Charles IV, husband of Blanche 
de Valois, commissioned for his castle in Karlstein, and the master- 
pieces by the anonymous ''Maitre de Trebon",

Many of the splendors of the exhibit were reproduced in a special 
edition of ART CT STYLZ& (available at the Cultural Services library), 


Currently (and until February 15th) at the Musée des Arts Décora- 
tifs, 107, rue de Rivoli: paintings and engravings of the Sahara Desert, 
taken from the frescoes of Hoggar. From March to June, there will be 
a display of modern decorative art in Scandinavia, with particular em-

One of the problems of the coastal station is to as- 
sure the most efficacious conditions under which scientific 
work may be carried out. If scientists have to be preoccupied 
with the elemental question of survival, the level of their re- 
search, falling far below expectations, will not justify the 
huge efforts and expenses involved. Thus a certain degree of 
comfort must be achieved by solving the fundamental problems 
of cold, production of electrical energy, water supply, venti- 
lation, etc. 

The Geology Point base is composed of prefabricated 
metal buildings similar to those used by the Army, and by 
French Antarctic bases on the Isles of Kerguélen and Amster- 
dam. These constructions are of sheet steel with a thermic 
insulator sheet, and rest on a tubular scaffolding, thus avoid- 
ing excess accumulation of snow and allowing for easy adapta- 
tion to unequal ground surfaces. Metal buildings were chosen 
for reasons of security (the hazard of using wood was conclu- 
sively demonstrated when the Port-Martin base was destroyed 
by fire), and to standardize equipment in weight as well as 
volume. The buildings can resist winds up to 140 miles an hour 
A certain number of instruments cannot be installed 
inside the base: the tide gauge, for example, which must be

During the entire Antarctic winter, the Charcot 
residents will be cut off from the coastal station. A liaison 
expedition in the dead of winter would encounter considerable 
difficulties. But communic: tion with the main base is assured 
by a 75-watt broadcasting station. This second expedition is 
bringing along a Bell 47-G. helicopter whose first pilot, Cap- 
tain Petitjean, was able to take off in the Kerguélen Isles. The 
helicopter will be used in establishing a fueling station on the 
trail to the Charcot station. 


The research program of the Dumont-d'Urville and 
Charcot stations covers all the main aspects of geophysics. At 


the coastal base, optic apparatuses for the study of polar aurora 


and the light of the nocturnal sky will be installed permanently. 
75 Mc/s radar equipment will permit the study of echoes on 
strongly ionized zones of the atmosphere which constitute the 
polar aurora. 


Work in geomagnetics includes photographic record- 


ing of the three components of the magnetic field which, togethe: 


with absolute measurements, chart the field at every instant. 
This method of recording the rapid variations of the magnetic 


field was perfected by the Institut de Physique du Globe in Paris 
A similar process using the same instrument will be employed a

Periodic ionospheric soundings will be made at the 
coastal base by a panoramic sounding device developed by the 
Laboratoire National de Radioélectricité. Each station will b 
equipped to carry on standard meteorological ground observati 
as well as measurements of snow density.

base will have radiosounding and radiotheodolite receivers, with 


365 radiosoundings scheduled annually. Both stations will b: 
equipped with radiation measurement devices, and the study of 
heat balance of the ground will be a matter of particular consi- 
deration at the plateau station. 


A seismic station is planned for the coastal base; m 
over, packaged seismic equipment will permit soundings of the 
inlandsis during the various expeditions.
